“We then took the maiter to At-
torney Charles Stuart Canfield, chair-
man of the grievance committee of
the Fairfield cbunty bar.

When the license wgs secured it was
to be transferred to a store specified
by Adronik. Actording to the agrea-
ment, Attorney King promised, if he
fafled to get-the license,  to return
 the $200, dess legal expenses, which
"were not to excoed $60. In the avent
that the lawyer secured the license he
was to recelve a fee not to exceed
$600. ¥

Adronlk says he pald King the $200
but alleges the work was not per-
formed as agreed. He was unable to
secure the return of his $260. - On
October 19, 1812, he gave King $250,
he says, which was tq be used as part
payment for a liquor license. Al-
though he failed to get the llcense
the lawyer did notyreturn the money
to Adronik, the complaint stafes. The
action., which §s returnable to the
Saplember term of the superlor court,
Is for $1.600 damages.
